and Zodgers reſpectively. | 

And the {aid Toꝛd Mayoz doth further declare and give notice, That ik any nunerous 

Aſſembly of Perſons (hall be found together within the Liberties of this City, oꝛ the 

Parts adjoyning in the enſuing Holy-Days on any pzetence of Recreation oz other, not 

warranted by Law, he will cauſe them to be appꝛehended and pꝛoceeded againſt, as 

Diſturbers of his Majeſties Peace. And all Conſtables and other Officers whatſoever 

who ought to be any wiſe miniſterial in the P2eſervation of the Peace of this City, are 

hereby ſtreightly charged and required, that they do not abſent themſelves from this City 
by Day oꝛ Night, during the enſuing Whicſun-Holy-Days, but be daily attending in their 
reſpective Stations to do and perfo2m their reſpective Duties, as occaſion (hall require, 
of which a ſtrict Accompt Wall be taken, and thoſe who ſhall be found to male any default, 
(Hall receive ſuch Puniſhment as by Taw can be inflicted on them. Dated at the Guildhall,
